Boyne high school 
start time changed 


Behavior problems have 
caused the Boyne City School 
Board to review the starting 
time for the high school and 


change it back to the same start: 


time as last year. 

The action was taken at Mon- 
day night's school board meeting 
and will take effect for the 
students starting next semester, 
according to Warren. Wade, the 
principal of the high-sthool. 

He told the board the studen- 
ts were causing .a problem by 
the early arrival with students 
from the elementary school and 
among themselves as they 
waited for school to begin, 

The change in the school 
times was a hotly argued matter 
this past summer when several 
parents objected to the new 
start time. The change was 
made to allow a group of studen- 
ts who were participating in the 
Petoskey Vocational Education 
programs to make sure they 
were able to reach the Petoskey 
school to attend classes. 

Wade admitted the change 
was not working out and it was 
his recommendation the board 
return to the previous start 


The change will not effect any 
of the bus runs or the start times 
for the elementary or middle 
school. 

School time for the high 
school will be between the hours 
of 8:30 and 3:00 p.m. 

In making the motion to 
change the times, board member 
Thelma Behling said she thought 
the start change was a trial, but 
the trial did not work out. 

The board then moved on to 
other business which included 
making a new policy to conform 
with the changes in state law 
covering the new Michigan 
Clean Indoor Air Act. 

The policy eliminates smoking 
in the high school except in cer- 
tain designated areas. Those 
areas will have signs saying 
“smoking permitted”. The policy 
will take effect January 12, in 
time for the home basketball 
game.

East Jordan | residents, 
reveling with a new million 
dollar marina, will also be get- 
ting a grant from the state to 
add riprap and other material to 
help protect the M-32 roadway 
where it crosses over the Jordan 
River and connects to the lake. 

The proposed project would 
cost about $96,000 which would 
be paid in part by the federal 
government and the State of 
Michigan. Included is the recon- 
struction of the embankment 
along the 800 feet of road right- 
of-way along the Jordan River 
Bridge. 

The federal portion of the 
project will be paid out of funds 
earmarked for waterline protec- 
tion as part of the 1946 Flood 
Control Act. The act authorizes 
the expenditure of federal 
money for emergency protection 
works to prevent damages to 
highway, bridge approaches and 
other public works. 

The project is part of a many 
layered program being proposed 
by the state highway depar- 
tment for funding under the act. 
Others include roads along Lake 
Michigan in the U.P. as well as 
roads in the Grand Traverse 
area. 

Three different plans were 
considered when the engineers 
looked at the East Jordan 
project which included doing 


Vogel and Collins, and on North 
Street, replace water services 
between State and Vogel, 
replace sanitary sewer between 
River and Vogel, Vogel and-Jer- 
sey Street. The city is also 
proposing the street be curbed 
and guttered as well as paving 
and other minor work. 


Grant Street was the third on 
the list of items as the city in- 
tends to replace the existing 
four inch water main with a six 
inch main and paving between 
Lincoln and Pine Streets. 


Ten other streets will see por- 
tions of them having water lines 


- upgraded to six inch water 


mains. Some of the streets 
presently have four inch mains 
but one has a two inch line to be 
upgraded. 


Other items on the list would 
be the addition or replacement 
of sewer lines, and to correct in- 
flow problems into the sanitary 
and storm sewers. 


All of the projects would be 
completed in phases if the city 
were to approve a bonding issue 
to cover the costs. As this is the 
first time the commissioners are 
seeing the list, there will be 
some adjustments to it as other 
areas of the city may have a 
higher priority in the minds of 
the commissioners than the list 
presented. 


Paying for the proposed city- 
wide project has been the con- 
cern of the commissioners for 


some time. They, at one point’ 


started thinking the infrastruc- 


nothing to driving sheet piling to 
protect the bridge approach 
from erosion.

According to Frykberg, the 
selling of general obligation 
bonds, if approved by the voters, 
is just another way the city 
could pay for the work. 


In other action, the city com- 
missioners approved the 
changing of the zoning, for the 
Allied-Bendix-Courter Company 
making the former A & W 
property part of the planned in- 
dustrial district the company 
presently owns. 


The rezoning was an issue 
that caused much concern 
among the employees of the firm 
who proposed a boycott of Boyne 
City businesses when the plan- 
ning board told the company 
they needed more information. 
before making the recommen- 
dation to the commissioners to 
rezone the property. 


They also had a first reading 
of a proposed change in the 
zoning ordinance cOrerny home 
occupations.

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PUDDINGS 

Great-grandmother made 
puddings almost daily. One 
reason for this is that most of 
the people in her time were 
living on family farms and had 
lots of milk handy, also cream to 
whip. She usually had eggs, 
though she made many puddings 
without eggs when the hens 
weren't laying; ‘and of course 
they always had somacorn meal. 
I have found that, there are 
many different recipes for In- 
dian pudding, hasty pudding and 
other ways of cooking corn 
meal. Some Indian puddings 
were steamed in a bag for hours, 
some baked for 6 hours or more. 
I imagine the meal was much 
more coarsely ground than the 
kind we buy. Then there was 

this recipe for 

CORNMEAL MUSH OR 
HASTY PUDDING 

From White House 
Cookbook, 1926 ed. 


Put two quarts of water into a 
smooth saucepan, cover it and 
let it become boiling hot over the 
fire; then add a tablespoon of 
salt. Take off the light scum 
from the top. Have sweet fresh 
yellow or white cornmeal. Take 
a handful of the meal with the 
left hand and a pudding stick in 
the right, then with the stick stir 
the water around and by 
degrees Jet fall the meal. When 
one handful is exhausted, refill 
‘it. Continue to stir and add meal 
until it is as thick as you can stir 
easily, or until the stick will 
stand in it; stir it a while longer; 
let the fire be gentle; when it is 
sufficiently cooked which will be 
in half an hour, it will bubble or 
puff up. Turn it into a deep 
basin. This is eaten cold or hot, 
with milk or with butter and 
syrup or sugar, or with meat and 
gravy, the same as potatoes or 
rice. 


A friend just told me that her 
mother made corn meal mush, 
poured it on their plates, put a 
little brown sugar, syrup or a 
spoonful of jam in the center, 


poured milk around the edge. 


and said, “This is your Indian 
pudding.” 


Then when grandmother 
wanted to entertain and make 
an impression with something 
fancy she might make a 
syllabub. I made this one recen- 
tly and it was delicious and so 
pretty to serve. 


SYLLABUB - 
2 cups whipping cream 
2 tablespoons lemon ae 
1 cup sugar ) 
1cup sherry 
1/8 teaspoon cinnamon 
Grated rind of one lemon 

Whip cream. Mix other 
ingredients, add whipped cream 
and serve in frappe glasses. 

Garnish with small bits of 
marachino cherries. 

It is best to make this just 
before serving; it gets runny if 
set a length of time. 

Now with a little more 
modern touch you could make 
this all-time favorite. 

PUFF PUDDING 
‘4 cup butter or margarine 
Ye cup sugar’ 
1 teaspoon grated lemon rind 
2 egg yolks 
3 tablespoon lemon juice 
2 tablespoons all-purpose flour 
‘4 cup grape nuts cereal 
1 cup milk 
2 egg whites, stiffly beaten 

Cream butter with sugar and 
lemon rind.

Boyne City has growing pains. 
It’s like a person on the verge of 
becoming an adult. Jt hurts in 
several places at the same time. 
(I became an adult a number of 
years ago, so I know what I'm 
crying about.) 

At first glance you wouldat 
think Boyne City is bursting at 
the seams. I knew it was 
growing, but I didn't know how 
much until one day last fall. It 
was said in my official hearing 
that the business district needed 
more room. Zoning and planning 
would have to be adjusted to ac- 
commodate more commercial ac- 
tivities. Fringe residential areas 
would have to be changed to 
allow for some commercial 
operations. ; 

A second notice came to my 
attention when the school board 
began looking to future expan- 
sion of the school to handle our 
exploding population. 

And the city will continue to 
grow. That’s because it is very 
difficult to prevent women from 
having children, or to stop 
pilgrims from crossing over the 
city limits. 

When Boyne City needed to 


expand back in its wild historic 


days, a man from the city council 
was dispatched to Bay Springs 
(now North Boyne) and there he 
thrust a giant spear into the 
ground claiming that “all these 
lands as far as the eye can see 
now belong to the city of Boyne 
City.” Thievery of that sort was 
legal in those days and thus the 
city annexed Bay Springs 
without firing a shot. 

Today, the bulk of Boyne 
City’s expansion seems directed 
toward Boyne Falls. Stores, fac- 
tories, service centers and other 
commercial operations are pop- 
ping up along the highway in 
surprising numbers. One day 
our blossoming and flowering 
may infringe upon the skirts of 
Boyne Fails. 

The eventual question, of 
course, will be: “How can Boyne 
City take over Boyne Falls 
without firing a shot?” 

That will not be easy. 
Claiming land as far as the eye 
can see has played out in every 
attorney's office in the land. And 
1 doubt that we have a coun- 
cilman with enough diplomacy to 
go over there and settle the 
question over a glass of beer. 

Thus, Boyne City is getting 
caught up in its own dilemma. It 
is growing rapidly with hardly 
anywhere to go.

“difiieult in a period 
when overland travel 
was slow and often 
hazardous. 

The role of oxen 
and horses in 
Michigan’s early 
transportation his- 
tory is well known, 
but dogs also made a 
significant con- 
tribution. 

Archaeologists 
conclude that Indians 
have been in 
Michigan since 11,000 
B.C. and that the dog 
was their first 
domesticated animal. 
Through the suc- 
cessive trades with 
other tribes to the 
southwest, they 
eventually obtained 
horses, which were 
originally brought to 
America by the 
Spanish conquista- 
dors on the 1500s. 

Indian tribes 
reckoned their 
history from the time 
they acquired the 
horse — which they 
called “The big 
dog" —and referred 
to what went before 
as “the dog days.” 
Dogs were used for 
moving camp, hauling 
the Indians’ personal 
belongings on their 
backs, pulling loaded 
travois in the sum- 
mer and toboggan- 
type sleds in the win- 
ter. 

Historical records 
confirm that the 
early pioneers in 
Michigan adopted 
many Indian ways, 
including the use of 
dogs for transpor- 
tation. In territorial 
days and the early 
years of statehood,

the mail was carried, 
on a regular route, all 
the way from Detroit 
to Sault Ste. Marie, 
via dog teams. 

A Presbyterian 
missionary at the Soo 
in 1831 noted how the 
winter mails moved: 
“Two men on 
snowshoes drove 
dogs hitched to a 


toboggan, which 
carried a_ tent, 
blankets, food and a 
bag of mail. They 
went to the Straits, 
erossed the ice, and 
then went all the way 
down to Saginaw and 
Detroit. In a month or 
two, they would come 
back with news from 
the ‘outside.’ ” 


It is recorded that 
when a U.S. Post Of- 
fice was established 
in Alpena, the first 
mail arrived on Jan. 
17, 1858, drawn on a 
train pulled by three 
dogs following the 
shore of Thunder Bay 
on Lake Huron.

week in winter,” the 
historian wrote, 
“while the only chan- 
ce for mail in the 
summer was in case 
someone ‘went 
below.” 

Records also in- 
dicate that the first 
white people in the 
western Upper 
Peninsula received 
their mail via dog 
team from Green 
Bay, Wis. Even as 
late as the 1930s, 
there was a dog team 
mail route in the 
eastern Upper 
Peninsula from the 
Whitefish Point post 
office to the Ver- 
million Coast Guard 
station. Truman 
“Doc” McLean used 
five dogs to carry the 
mail, groceries, 
passengers, medicine 
and tools. 

Photos, prints and 
drawings, as well as 
written records, 
document the use of 
dog trains for 
carrying mail, sup- 
plies and information 
between remote out- 
posts.
